P nil Cu llen arrived at Sterling from 
A laska last Friday night. 
S atu rd ay’s 
G a /e tte gives his narration of exper­ 
iences which will b e of interest to those 
who contem plate a visit to the land of 
gold. 
* 
He left Seattle A u gu st 14th for Skag- 
u ay: fro m where he packed his go o ds 
to the last summit of the W hite pass, 
where they are cached in charge o f 
two miners awaiting his return in the 
spring, as he fo und it wo uld be impo s­ 
sible to winter o v er in the Klo nkike 
co untry . 
At Seattle he fo und it almo st impo s­ 
sible to secure passage o n a steamer, 
and two o f the bo ats 
011 which he at- 
t » mpted to secure passage went to 
pieces o n the trin. 
Finally ho pu r­ 
chased a ticket o n the Uto pia, o f a 
miner, a little bo at which belied her 
name. 
She carried 100 passengers, 
with 
acco mmo datio ns 
fo r 
o nly 2 0. 
They were giv en b u t one meal a day , 
and that was eaten in the midst o f what 
resemb led a footb all game, « *aeh fight­ 
ing for the food as it was placed on the 
tab le: the stronger ones wou ld grab 
and pu t the food in their pockets; the 
weaker fellows went hu ngry. 
This 
lasted eight days and cost (' illen $30. 
At Skagu aw ay, in company with 
three experienced miners, 
who wore 
u sed to every hardship, Cu llen started 
to m ake the trip to the Klondike: b u t 
they finally *= avo u p 
trying to get 
throu gh the pass. 
They carried 1,200 
pou nds of b aggage each to the last 
su mmit, where they m ade a cache, 
Phil leaving $275 worth of his own 
stu tf. 
The two m arried men retu rned 
to their homes, Middleton to Hou ston, 
Texas; Cu llen to Sterling, leaving the 
other two, single men, to watch the 
ou tfit. 
They have plenty of wood for 
fires, plenty to oat, and are in no d an ­ 
ger of freezing, starving or having 
their goods stolen, as the m iners’ laws 
are so strict and so well enforced tha t 
no one wou ld dare steal. 
Phil and Middleton got away from 
Skagu ay Sept. 22, after snowstorms and 
m iserab le w eather since the 24th of 
Au gu st. 
P hil sailed on b oard the To­ 
peka with a lot of retu rning miners, 
landing Sept. 2fi. 
Phil is as enthu siastic as ever over 
the Klondike gold field and says it is 
nothing like a lottery, as there are no 
b lanks in the Klondike cou ntry. 
Ev­ 
eryb ody gets something. 
He will re­ 
tu rn when his partners in the W hite 
pass tell him it is time to move. 
He 
considered it a good b u siness proposi­ 
tion to retu rn, as the party will need 
more provisions in the spring anyway 
and he will b u y them in Seattle, where 
he pu rchased his ou tfit.

F ran k M. Porter, who resides on the 
old P eter Fu nk farm, ab ou t eight milt s 
sou theast of Polo, is a man ab ou t 38 
years old, with a family of five or six 
children and his wife.
